Ten Painless Day s 
After Surg ery 
With New Dnig 


New Yok, May 13 —<;p)—-No pahi 
for 10 day s after surgery is credited 
to a drug shown today to the New 
York State Medical Society . 
The drug, a local anesthetic, 
numbs the nerv ’es. It is injected at 
the site of the operation, or into 
nerv e trunks that lead to the site. 
By the time the drug wears off, 
the wound often no longer hurts, 
said Drs. Alfred H. lason and Her­ 
bert E. Shaftel of Brookly n, N.Y. 
they demonstrated how to use the i 
drug, Cocaine, in an exhibit at the 
society ’s sessions. 
In some cases It has banished 
pain for two weeks, and “some pati­ 
ents hav e ne\’« r ev en known they 
had an operation,” they said. 
In chest and abdominal opera­ 
tions, the freedom from pain allows 
patients to get up and mov e much 
earlier than usual, and this early 
mov ement is good medicine itself. 
Also, they said, there is less chance 
of lung congestion or other compli­ 
cations coming because patients 
av oid breathing deeply or coughing 
in order to escape pain. 
Patients 
need no narcotics .to 
deaden pain.

But he said Secretary 
of Commerce Sawy er, who took 
ov er the milis, has ‘‘three, four, fiv e 
times” talked of raising the wages 
of the 650,000 CIO Steelworkers. 
“What injury do y ou call irre­ 
parable?*' he asked. 
Tlien he said the damages could 
hii “100 million, 200 million, 300

Perlman Speaks Fo r Go v ernment 
Perlman insisted the steel com­ 
panies hav e not been hurt, but that 
if they do hav e claims for damages, 
they can go to the court of claims 
for relief. 
“How would y ou determine that?” 
Cliief Justice Vinson asked. “What 
would be the measure of damage?” 
Perlman said that if the claims 
were filed, the court could deter­ 
mine how much damage was done. 
As for Taft-Hartley , Perlman re­ 
peated an argument he used y es­ 
terday , that the president, in using 
the Wage Stabilization Board to 
handle the dispute, had chosen “an 
alternativ e method." 
He was backed up in this by Ar- 
tliur Goldberg, who was appearing 
ior the CIO Steelworkers as a 
“friend of the court.” 
Goldberg said that ev ery safe­ 
guard prov ided for by Taft-Hartley 
had been used, and more. Taft- 
Hartley , he said, prov ides that union 
and management must hav e an 80- 
day cooling off period in which to 
bargain. 
Under the route chosen by the 
president, he said, the cooling off 
period was 99 day s.

President 'Truman had asked that 
all controls—wage, price, rent and 
allocation restrictions—be extend­ 
ed through June 30, 1954. The pre­ 
sent law expires June 30 this y ear.

Washington, May 13 — {JP) — A 
mov e dev eloped in the senate arm­ 
ed serv ices committee today to ^ut 
an additional 400 million dollars out 
of the foreign aid Ull—despite two 
statements from G^n. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower that such a cut might 
endanger American security . 
House and senate committees al­ 
ready hav e reduced the mutual sec­ 
urity measure by one billion dollars, 
recommending that spending in the 
next fiscal y ear be limited to $ 6,- 
900,090,000. 
Elsenhower, commander of the 
North Atlantic TTreaty army , cabled 
Sen. Connally (D-Tex.) last week 
that if the cut were substantially 
more than a Wllion it would create 
difficulties which might well indi­ 
cate “a drast.. rev ision of the whole 
program.’' 
He told Sen. Russell (D-Ga.) In 
another cable y esterday that such 
a cut would hav e a profound effect 
“botJi in discouraging our friends 
and encouraging those potentially 
hostile to us.” 
Disagreeing with this analy sis. 
Sen. Long (D-La.) mov ed at a closed 
meeting of the armed serv ices com­ 
mittee today that another cross-the- 
board cut be made to trim the huge 
bill by an additional 400 million. 
It was reported that Long’s mo­ 
tion was approv ed by a 5 to 1 v ote. 
ThLs is not a quorum of the com­ 
mittee, howev er, so acting chairman 
By rd (D-Va.) ordered the other 
sev en members polled before 4 pjn.

6 Airmen Safe, 
1 Dead, 7 Missing 
As Planes Crash 


Los Angeles. May 13—{;p)—One 
man was killed and sev en men were 
reported missing today as an air 
force B-29 and a Marine fighter 
plane collided ov er the Pacific ocean 
about 10 miles southwest of Santa 
Catalina island. 
Six men parachuted to safety and 
were picked up from the water. At 
least a dozen planes and sev eral 
dozen boats—^both nav al and civ il­ 
ian—continued the search for pos­ 
sible surv iv ors. 
Fiv e surv iv ors and the body of 
one air force man were picked up 
by the Nav y ’s heav y cruiser Toledo. 
A Coast Guard PBM plane pick­ 
ed up a sixth man and flew him to 
San Diego Nav al hospital. 
Armed forces public information 
officers said the sinnriv ors appeared 
to be “in good shape.** 
The B-29, from the lOftth B<xnb 
Wing at March Air Force Base, Riv ­ 
erside. Calif., carried a crew of 13 
men, the base reported. The Marine 
plane contained only the pilot. 
Only sev en parachutes were ob­ 
serv ed by Marine Lt. Col. Arthur 
M. Moran of El Toro Marine Air 
Station. Moran was fly ing near the 
F4U Corsair inv olv ed in the crash. 
Details of his report were not im­ 
mediately av ailable. 
The Nav j’, Coast Guard, Air Force 
and Marines combmed in searching 
the waters near Santa Catalina. 
The crash occurred about 40 miles 
off the coast town of San Clemente. | 
RepuWican pi*esidentlal 
The time of collision was giv en 
as 12:46 pjn,, (CST). 
'The B-29 was on a routine train­ 
ing flight, March AFB said. 


“We cannot and will not continue 
to work in 1952 for 1950 wages and 
working conditions; we cannot and 
will not continue indefinitely to 
work without satisfactory collectiv e 
bargaining contracts.” 
The steelworkers are now tech­ 
nically employ es of the gov ernment, 
and as such legally barred from 
striking. 
Howev er, President Tru­ 
man’s month - old ateel industry 
seizure is under court attack and 
the issue is currently being argued 
before the supreme court in Wash­ 
ington. 
Murray , in his key note address to 
the more than 2,500 cheering dele­ 
gates, said the steel industry has 
broken the “rules of the game’* by 
balking at Wage Stabilization Board 
settlement proposals. Murray pled­ 
ged that the industry won’t “get 
away with it.*' 
In late afternoon, the conv ention 
unanimously adopted by v oice v ote 
a resolution committing the million- 
member steelworkers union to an 
activ e political action program in 
the 1952 presidential campaign. 
Language of this resolution, call­ 
ing for a congress and national ad­ 
ministration to “carry on the battle 
for human progress in the spirit of 
Franklin D. Roosev elt and Harry S. 
Truman,” strongly indicated tliat 
the imion, if not the entire CIO 
which Murray also heads, will be in 
the Democratic fold again in the 
Nov ember elections. 
Murray , talking up labor political 
action this y ear, told the delegates 
“ev ery gain y ou’v e won in the past 
20 y ears is being thrust in jeopardy 
in the 1952 election.’* 
Bey ond say ing that Senator Rob­ 
ert A. Taft (R-Ohio) was “inimical 
to labor,” Murray mentioned none 
of the political candidates. He did, 
howev er, say some. “hov ering ov er 
the horizon” hav e not made their 
v iews clear, but that the people 
would judge them. This last was 
an apparent reference to Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. 
Murray nev er mentioned in his 
70-minute key note address to the 
conv ention the historic argument 
under way in the supreme court in 
Washington regarding the legality 
of President Tinman’s seizure of the 
steel Industry .

Price Increases 
On Fo o d Called 
Only Pennies 


Clev eland, May 13 —C/P)— Some 
food prices will mcrease soon but 
the boosts will amount to "only 
pennies’' in the housewife’s budget. 
Price Stabilizer Ellis G. Amall said 
today . 
Here for a super market institute 
meeting, Amall predicted price con­ 
trols would be extended bey ond June 
30 and said they may be “strength­ 
ened.” 
He did not list what foods would 
be affected. 
The OPS, he said in a speech, 
made a study of prices, and “our 
findings are that earnings of super 
markets and chain stores are such 
that they are entitled to some m- 
creases.” 
The institute meeting here Is an 
organization of super markets and 
food chains. 
Last Friday OPS officials at 
Washington 
disclosed they were 
getting ready to boost prices on a 
number of things including con­ 
centrated coffee, canned fruits and 
v egetables, dry cereals, crackers and 
most canned meats except tuna and 
salmon.

New^ York—(NEA)—Hundreds of 
housands of foreign b orn persons, 
most of whom fled the oppression of 
communism, are b eginning a new' 
life in the United States and some­ 
times under ihe puzzled stares of 
native Americans who don’t under­ 
stand them. 
Actually, however, the typical new­ 
comer to this countr>\ says Mrs. 
Edith Terry Bremer, national direc­ 
tor of the American Federation of 
International Institutes, w’hich aided 
400,000 foreign b orn in the U.S. last 
year, is pretty much like the m?,n on 
the street in any American commun­ 
ity. 
This average alien learning Amer­ 
ican ways and preparing himself for 
citizenship, according to Mrs. Bre­ 
mer, feels this way; 
Ex pects an early war b etween the 
United States and Russia. 
Passionately desires security and 
a home. 
Is ex tremely saving. iOne Ukrain­ 
ian couple in Philadelphia with com­ 
b ined weekly earnings of $ 75, saved 
$ 1100 in nine months b ecause they 
wanted a home. But the diet of 
themselves and their two young chil­ 
dren suffered as a result.) 
Prides himself on the quality of 
his work rather than quantity. 
Is a great churchgoer and doesn’t 
have many vices (although his in-

come generally is such that he 
couldn’t afford many vices anyway, 
says Mrs. Bremer ) 
Doesn’t know the difference ^b e­ 
tween Democrats and Repub licans. 
(Our politics are a mystery to him 
and unlike the average American, 
the immigrant think.» ? our criticism 
of pub lic officials is terrib le.) 
Has a great respect for authority 
and is more law ab iding than native 
or long-time naturalized Americans. 
Is an eager b eaver at work b ut he 
doesn’t get the satisfaction from his 
work as he once did b efore the war 
and communism dimmed his hopes 
for a happy life in Europe. Chief 
reason for this is his ignorance of 
English, which limits his job oppor­ 
tunities and usually compels him to 
work at menial tasks. 
Want« to b ecome a citizen. (One 
of the first things he generally does 
is enroll in English classes at his 
local International Institute, w’hich 
in addition to b lending the immi­ 
grant into American community life, 
advises him, helps him find a job 
and living quarters when he first ar­ 
rives and if necessary, loans him 
money without interest.) 
That, says Mrs. Bremer, is a com­ 
posite immigrant, almost all of whom 
arc 
shocked 
at 
America’s 
dirty 
streets and who daily struggle with 
the English language.
